THE OLD MEETING HovusrE. We

The street is lined 
for a distance with drooping pepper trees, 
now and then alternating with the slen- 
der shafts of eucalyptus, or Australian 
blue gum, whose thick foliage contrasts 
oddly with the intense brightness of the 
pepper. You have no shade tree there 
to compare with the latter in beauty.— 
Too tender to grow north of Point Con- 
ception, it flourishes here in all its per- 
fection. It isan evergreen, and a very 
rapid grower, and in the dry season, 
when we sadly miss the grass of New 
England, its vivid green is a constant 
rest to the eyes. It is not the pepper of 
commerce, and though it bears brilliant 
red berries, I think has never been 
utilized. 

A few minutes’ walk bring us to Dr. 
Shaw’s place, on the right, which looks 
as if it might have been transplanted 
bodily from some Florida plantation.— 
Here we see the pomegranate with flame- 
like flower or fruit, side by side with the 
sprays of blossom,or dark green foliage of 
the olive. On one side is a century plant, 
with strange fleshy leaves of sage green, 
each tipped with sharp needles, bidding 
the beholder stand at a distance. The 
whole cluster of leaves comprising the 
plant, rises from the ground in the shape 
of an urn or vase, tothe height or eight 
or ten feet, perhaps, and each leaf is cu- 
riously tinted and marked in ridges, like 


| strange hieroglyphics; and from the cen- 


tre of this odd plant, springs a slender 
shaft thirty to forty feet, bearing small 
ungainly blossoms so farin the air we 
cannot tell what they might be at a 
By the way,a “ century 
plant”? blooms in in this fast 
country. Inanother, we see palms, look-

ing as if freshly brought from some East 
Indian picture. 

The next block was an old Spanish 
possession until recently bought and re- 
juvenated by enterprising Eastern men, 
and thus our eyes are regaled with the 
sight of oranges and lemons in bloom, 
and fruit, just as we expected they would 
look. And I do think nothing can be 
richer than the dark, glossy leaves, and 


creamy flowers of an orange tree; but 


beware of venturing farther, for Boston 
market grows far sweeter oranges than 


| these old Spanish trees. 


Just beyond, we enter the business 
centre of the city, almost wholly in one 
long street, and here the signs of pros- 
perity are abundant. Within the last 
two years, nine large brick buildings 
have been or are now being erected.— 


| The first, a handsome three-story build- 


ing, with iron front, has just been fin- 
ished by the Odd Fellows, and the Pub- 
lic Library occupies a large sunny room 
in it. The Library, which is owned by 
the Odd Fellows, but is for the public 
benefit, is quite liberal in its plan; has 
been in existence only about a year and 
a half, but is steadily growing, and bids

A Chinese school is well attended 
here, but there is yet a large field for 
Christian labor.

| Yankee are mingled with all these; and 
there are horses and horsemén every- 
where. 

In the upper part of the street, are the 
new Presbyterian Church, a pretty, 
tasteful edifice, (we have Congregational, 
Presbyterian, Methodist, Episcopalian, 
Baptist, and Catholic church organiza- 
tions in town); the College, a large and 
commodious building, with an excellent 
corps of teachers, and the new hotel, the 
2 Arlington,” not yet finished; when 
completed, it will cost about 355,000, and 
ae accommodate one hundred 
and fifty guests.

Fires in Braintree. 


The citizens of South Braintree have 
had their quietness and peace of mind 
disturbed recently by one or more of 
those despicable night visitors, known 


as incendiaries. On Friday the 12th inst., 


about 4 o’clock in the morning, fire was 
discovered in the large building near the 


depot, known as Burnham & Tracy’s)|- 


Organ Factory. The timely discovery 
probably prevented a large conflagration. 

About 2 o’clock Sunday morning, fire 
was seen issuing from the attic of the 
large packing shop, belonging to the 
tack Factory, of Stevens & Willis lo- 
cated at the foot of Pearl street. In 
this portion of the building was over one 
thousand packing boxes, and as they are 
combustible stuff the upper part of the 
building was completely destroyed. For- 
tunately water was close at hand, and 
the firemen worked with so much vigor 
that they succeeded in quenching the 
flames, before spreading to the other 
building which was connected by a 
shed. 

The large amount of shoe nails and 
tacks which were in the lower story, 
were spoiled by water. The loss on stock 
is estimated at about $5000. The build- 
ing was insured in the Weymouth office 
for $3600

A Frxe Lectvre. The town hall 
was well filled on Monday evening last. 
with an attentive audience, who appre- 
ciate a good lecture, and on this occa- 
sion was not disappointed. Wendell 
Phillips, Esq., one of Massachusetts 
most gifted orators was the speaker. His 
subject. “ Street Life in Europe,” wae 
one well calculated to please, and the 
easy. familiar, drawing-room style in 
whic h he relates incidents, habits, cus- 
toms in the old world, and compared 
the people there to those on this side of 
the water. was amusing and entertaining. 
Sometimes they appeared a dull, slow, 
stupid set of beings, and then again, we 
Americans would cringe under a rebuke 
for our Trough, coarse ways. In Europe 
he had seen a ladder placed against the 
side of a building two or three stories high 
and a dozen or more men stationed along 
the rounds passing brick from the ground 
to the top of the building. Women saw 
the wood, but instead of having 2 saw 
and horse, they would place one end of 
the saw on the ground andthe other 
‘ainst their breast and rub the wood 


across it. In Paris if you made a blun- 
der in speaking, where half a dozen were 
assembled you would not see a smile on 
onc of their faces; here, if a Frenchman 
made a ludicrous mistake in English, all 
the Yankees in the group would burst 
into a hearty laugh. There the people 
appreciated home, and two, three and 
even four generations could be found 
living happily together; in this country 
a family of seven sons would be found 
in as many different towns or States. If 
you inquire the way, while traveling 
there, you would be informed very care- 
fully, and perhaps some one sent with 
you toshow you; but in America you 
will receive a hasty reply, and often trou- 
bled to discern more than one syllable in 
aword. A distinguished foreigner while 
in New York recently wished to see a 
Bowery boy, so an shaeslintnme: took a 
walk with him up one of the avenues, 
promising to point out this noted indi- 
Vidual As they passed along they came 
to one standing by the side of a building 
which the American pointed out to his 


companion who, stepping up to him, said, 


‘I wish to go to Broadway,” and the 
hearer can judge somewhat the astonish- 
ment of the polite Frenchman when he 
received the following rough reply:— 
“why in h—1l don’t you go then.” Many 
more equally as striking comparisons were 
made between the people this side and 
the other side of the ocean: often to the 
great amusement of his delighted audi- 


ence. 


RAILROAD ACCOUNTS Charles F.

Mr. Adams declares 
that, unless the Legislature will put a 
stop to this sort of proceeding, he and 
his fellow commissioners may as well 
wash their hands of any further respon- 
sibility for the condition of the railroads. 
He says that it isa matter of fact that 
not only in Massachusetts, but in other

Old Fruit Trees. 


In the Fruit Recorder for November, 
there is an article on “ Old Fruit Trees,’ 
by F. C., from the WN. ¥. Tribune. 
Writer says,— ‘‘ Shall 
old orchards or plant 
decided mainly in favor of the young 
orchards. Yetin most cases no action 
at all is taken, so the old trees remain, 


> 


and a sorry sight they are, yielding little | 


fruit, and that of an inferior quality, 
nevertheless these trees can be made to 
give excellent returns. I speak from ex- 
perience, and that the most gratifying, 
when I say that an old orchard can be 
made to do the service of a new, and 
more, it can be made to surpass it, until 
the new orchard has reached its maxi- 
mum capacity. 

“Whatever else it may be, it is not age 
alone that causes. decay. This is clear 
from the fact that they can be rejuveng- 
ted, grow thriftily and surpass whatever 
success they may have attained before. 

“TI have renewed old orchards of forty 
or fifty years standing, and some trees 
much older, and have never know a tree 
to fail to respond, and promptly, and 
continue its growth if attended to. It is 
the change of wood, its renewal, 
the point with an old tree ; 
the smooth limbs, and bright leaves of a 
young tree, with the fruit to correspond.” 

Our opinion is from expeiience and 
observation for the past thirty years, 
that any old fruit trees except peaches 
that are standing in 
or front yards, may be made with a little | 
labor and care to produce new tops, and} 


orchards, gardens, 


bear as good fruit as they ever have 
done. If there is life and vitality 


enough in the roots to throw out a large 
number of sprouts or suckers at the fvot 
of the tree, and so along up the trunk.— 
The limbs that have borne fruit many 
years have become hard and bark bound, 
and the sap refuses to flow in them to 
the fruit buds, and the sap has a tenden- 
cy to press upwards, but is intercepted, 
by the draft upon it by the many dry 


limbs that get heated by the sun and 
absorbs the sap in its flow. If these 


dead branches are removed and some of 
the lower limbs even, if alive, and the 
sprouts, except such as will form a uni- 


form top, the tree will revive and bear

“Death of the Vice President. 


The sudden death of Henry Wilson at 
the Nation’s Capitol on Monday morn- 
ing, has cast a gloom throughout the 
country; It was supposed up to 
hour of his death, that he was slowly 
recovering from his recent attack, but 
fate would haye it otherwise. 

On Saturday he was better than) at 
anytime since his late illness, ~~ 

On” Sunday*he Tead, wrote and re- 
ceived visitors ; retired earlysand slept 
well till 12 o’clock. He then got up, 
walked about his room a little and read 
a few verses in a book of poems that be- 
longed to his wife. He again retired 
and slept well till 3 o’clock, when he 
was in slight pain and his attendant 
rubbed him, and he soon dropped asleep 


At 7.20 he said he felt uncommonly 
well, and would get up and have some 
breakfast. He then called for bitter 
water, which had heretofore been pre- 
scribed, and, having drank it, he lay 
with the left side of his face on the pil- 
low as if with sudden exhaustion, breath- 
ing heavily, but uttering no wards, and 
in a few minutes died without a struggle. 
No person being present, except Mr. 
Wood his attendant. 

The enbalmed remains of Mr. Wilson 
have been laid in the Vice-President’s 
room on a catufalque, which occupies 
the place where the writing-table stood, 
at which he did all his work. The body is 
attired in aedress suit of black cloth, 
faces Rembrant Peale’s portrait of Wash- 
ington, and beside it, are a wreath of 
tea roses, japonicas, calla lilies, white 
pinks and heliotropes, from the wife of 
the President, and a cross of white flow- 
ers from Gen. Babcock. 

Mr. Wilson was born in Farmington, 
New Hampshire, on the 10th of Febru- 
ary 1812. His parents name was Colbath 
and they gave him the name of Jere- 
miah Colbath. At manhood he had it 
changed to Henry Wilson. His parents 
were poor and hada family of seven chil- 
dren consequently at the age of ten he 
went and served as an apprentice until 
he was twenty-one,—and received there- 
for stock valued at $84. He once said 
he never spent the amount of one dollar 
in money from the time he was born 
until he was twenty-one. He knew 
what it was to travel weary miles and 
beg for work. 

This was the life of a New England 
boy in those days. Fortunately how- 
ever, he had access to the library of 
Hon. Nehemiah Eastman, and read over 
seven hundred volumes, often setting up 
the larger part of the night, and occa- 
sionally all night. 

In 1833, he walked to Natick, Mass., 
and agreed with a shoemaker to give 
him five months time in exchange for 
the art and mystery of bottoming bro- 
gans. After working on the bargain six 
weeks he purchased the rest of his time 
and commenced work for himself. From 
January, 1834, to May, 1836, he kept so 
steadily at work that his health was seri- 
ously impaired. He allowed himself 
only five hours for sleep, and frequently 
worked all night. He was compelled to 
cease work for a time and went South as 
far as Virginia, spending four weeks in 
Washington. This trip doubtless. gave 
him an insight into the system of slav- 
ery, and into the political means by 
which it was upheld, that never ceased 
till the efforts of both were brought to 
an end by the desecration of slavery 
itself. 

In June he returned to New Hamp- 
shire, and for two years attended the 
academy in summer and taught school 
winters. 

In April, 1838, he started the business 


tinued ten and a half years, and paid 
over $130,000 for labor alone. 

Mr. Wilson was brought up a Demo- 
crat, but his visit to Washington caused 
him to change sides. 

In 1839, he was nominated for Repre- 
sentative by the Whig party, but was not 
elected. But the following year he was 
chosen by a large majority. It being 
the presidential year, he lectured jn 
many towns, and was known as the 
** Natick Cobbler.” 

He was also elected in 1841. During 
these years he took a leading part in the 
House, and udvanced his reputation 
among his political friends and the pub- 
lic. 

He was chosen Senator in 1843, and 
again in 1844. The next year, 1845, he 
declined a re-election, and again went 
into the House from Natick. 

In the Legislature of 1845, Mr. Wilson, | 
being one of a committee on the anti- 
slavery question, reported a_ resolve} 
against the opinion of the other members 
of the committee, coming fully up to the 
old-fashioned Whig anti-slavery resolves 
of the few years previous. He made a 
speech in its support, which took strong 


and radical anti-slavery grounds, and the 
resolution was carried through by nine- 
ty-two majority.

Then spread a large 
sheet over one end of the parlor carpet, 
and put a good sized tea chest in the cen- 
tre of it. The lower limbs of the tree 


| must be sawn off so that it can be firmly 


fixed into the box; and any small heavy 
articles, like weights and flatirons can be 
put in for ballast, to keep the tree firmly 
in place. Then fill up the box with hard 
coal. The chest must be concealed with 
some pretty material; old-curtains will 
answer the purpose, or the American 
flag; and a white furry robe is also suita- 
ble. Drape these articles close to the 
tree, and let them trail a little on the 
floor, to make a graceful sweep. 

Now the tree is planted, and we must 
proceed to decorate it. Make chains. of 
popped corn strung together with needle 
and thread; at least a dozen yards will 
be none too much for alarge sized tree, 
and the pure white festoons entwined 
amid the dark green branches of the 
tree produce a fine effect. 

We must also have chains made either 
of glazed scarlet, gilt or silver; cut the 
paper into small strips, four inches long 


jand not half aninch in width; fasten 


the two ends of each strip together with 
flour paste, and make half of them into 
rings; then take the rest, and make into 
similar rings, but first slip each strip 
through two of the dried rings before 
joining the ends. In this manner all the 
slips of paper are interlaced, and we have 
a chain of rings which will greatly adorn 
our trees. They must be festooned in 
long graceful loops from limb to limb, 
and the effect is very charming. 

All this work the children can do, and 
it will add greatly to the entertainment 
at this season. 
They can also assist in covering English 
walnuts with tinfoil, or gilt paper, and in 
filling small apples with cloves which 
will serve to keep moths from the drawers 
of our bureaus, and therefore make ac- 
ceptable presents. 

If we possess a cracked mirror we 


| must take it to the glaziers, and ask him 


to cut it into two-inch squares. Around 
the edges and across the backs colored 
paper must be pasted, and long ribbon 
loops attached to the backs by which to 
suspend them behind the tiny wax can- 
dles, where they will do duty as reflec- 
tors. 

Fancy glass balls of all colors can be 
purchased for a few cents each; and sey- 
eral dozens of colored wax candles, with 
tin rests to attach them to the tree, can 
be bought. Self-balancing candle-holders 
can also be found at most toy shops, and 
need only to be placed on the branches. 
If these cannot be obtained, common 
copper wire can be heated a little, and 
run up through the candle a little way, 
and the other end can be twisted firmly 
about the branch. If the wicks are 
brushed over witha little kerosene put 


|on witha camel’s hair brush, they will 


light very quickly. 

The light, showy gifts can be suspended 
upon the tree, but the heavier ones must 
be laid upon the piano or table, or else 
wrapped in paper, and arranged around 
the base of the tree. <A pair of scissors 
must be in readiness to cut the gifts from 
the branches. When such a tree is trim- 
med, filled with gifts and lighted, it is 
indeed a beautiful sight—a graceful green 
pyramid, with numberless little jets of 
flame, trembling and flashing mirrors,

Quincy station in this town, is quite a 
grand affaix. The signals and bells are 
all worked by the trains as they approach 
and leave the station. The wheels of an 
approaching train strike an apparatus be- 
side the rails which cruses a bell at the 
depot to ring when the train is one mile 
off ; another at one half mile from the 
station. 

in case it may become necessary to 
stop a train before it reaches the station, 
the nearest signal, in either direction, is 
placed under the control of the depot 
master or agent, by means of hand in- 
struments. By the ringing of a bell, 
the station agent receives knowledge of 
an approaching train, and has a sufii- 
cient time to raise a signal one half of 
a mile from the depot, and stop the train. 

The train raises a danger signal, and 
removes a safety signal as it approaches, 
which signals remain in place until the 
train has gone one mile, when it touches 
the key and the danger signal is re- 
moved, and the safety signal comes into 
place. This system gives all approach- 
ing @ains a chance to know whether 
there is a train within one mile of it, 
as it comes towards the Quincy station. 

A WHALE. Quite an excitement pre- 
vailed at Neponset Bridge, on Tuesday 
afternoon, caused by the visit of one of 
the monsters of the briny deep, which 
had probably taken the wrong route for 
the ocean, and suddenly found himself 
in the narrow channel of Neponset river, 
between the bridges. The water was 
quite shallow, it being low tide, and he 
floundered and struggled to get afloat, 
but without avail. The noise and com- 
motion of the water attracted quite a 
crowd on the bridges and adjacent 
wharves. Messrs. Chas. N. Hunt, John 
A. Duggan and Geo. W. Billings, with 
some twenty or more men, prepared to 
capture him and he was finally secured 
and towed ashore. He proved to be a 
large fin back whale, and measured near- 
ly twenty feet, and weighed about two 
tons. He was on exhibition at Joseph 
T. French’s stable, on Friday, and it is 
the intention of his captors with some of 
their friends to exhibit him through some 
of the neighboring towns.

Waters That Will Not Drown. 


All travelers, writes a correspondent, 
have mentioned with astonishment the 
peculiar buoyancy of the waters of Great 
Salt Lake, and it is truly surprising. No 
danger of shipwreck need ever cross the 
mind of those who navigate the lake, for 
it would be simply impossible for them 
to sink if thrown overboard. With my 
hands clasped together under my head, 
and my feet crossed, I floated on the 
very surface of the lake, with at least 
one-third of my body above the water. 
Upon a warm summer’s day there would 
not be the slightest difficulty in going to 
sleep upon the Lake, and allowing your- 
self to be blown about as the wind per- 
mitted; only one would need an um- 
brella to keep off the rays of the sun. It 
has been stated that three buckets of 
this water will yield one bucket of salt; 
but, inasmuch as water will not hold 
above twenty-five per cent. of saline 
matter in solution, and if more be added 
it is instantly deposited upon the bottom, 
this estimate is, of course, too large. On 
inquiring of the Mormons engaged in 
procuring salt, they unanimously stated 
that for every five buckets of water they 
obtained one bucket of salt, which gives 
the proportions as no less than twenty 
per cent.
